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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 
Content of Specification

Claim Objections

form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 42 is directed to 
cutting the film and the biological carrier material in the presence of a laser beam. 
However, claim 23 from which the claim depends depends from claim 1 , which requires 
that the transparent film and the biological sample are cut using a uv laser therefore the 
claim does not further limit the independent claim 1 . 



Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-41 are allowed. 

8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art teaches forming a UV transparent film over a biological sample to 
help improve the irregularities. The prior art teaches exposing the film and biological 
sample with a uv laser but the laser cuts the biological sample from the transparent film. 
The prior art fails to teach or suggest that the transparent film and the sample are both 
cut together.
